Davis, who served as food ad­ 
m inistrator for a scant three 
months, declared that he sub­ 
mitted hia resignation because 
“I find that I have assumed 
public respon-sibility. while the 
authority, not only over board

but day to day 
actions is being exercised else­ 
where.’* 
The retiring admini.strator alse 
declared his belief that the sub­ 
sidy programs sponsored by the 
administration would not be ef­ 
fective in controlling inflation un­ 
less they were accompanied 
by 
other inflation checks. 
In 
accepting the resignation. 
President Roosevelt took congress 
to task for not providing tax 
legislation he has required as an 
inflation check. 
But Mr. Roosevelt observed, *T 
cannot sit back and fail to ad­ 
vocate other measures, such as 
limited consumers’ subsidies which 
I am convinced can help to jre- 
vent the cost of living from get­ 
ting completely out of hand.”

Declaration that the tendency 
to “unbalanced taxation in the 
days to come” will be greater 
than ever, demand was made on 
the city council Monday by Rees 
Wilkinson, that the total assessed 
valuation of city real estate be 
reduced $20,000,000 — his second 
tuch demand in less than 10 days.

en forcin g them, which is like giv­ 
in g a traffic cop a whistle with 
n o power to arrest. 
3. The cock-eyed vote on elim­ 
in atin g the d omestic bran ch of 
the office of war in formation . Be­ 
hin d this was a combin ation of 
republican s an d reaction ary south­ 
ern d emocrats, largely in fluen ced 
by the n egro question . 
Out of 50 d emocrats votin g 
again st OWI, all but three were 
from the south. What roused them 
was a pamphlet "Negroes in the 
War” issued by OWI. But what 
southern 
con gressmen 
d id 
n ot 
kn ow was that n avy in telligen ce 
an d the FBI had reported a 
d an gerous 5th column campaign 
in spired by Japan ese to persuad e 
the n egro that thia wag a white 
man ’s war.
